We  can  give  your  order  more  careful  and 
prompt  attention  if  received  before  we  get  into  the  rush  of  the  spring 
shipping,  and  second,  our  assortment  is  complete  early  in  the  season  and  your 
order  will  not  be  held  while  we  write  for  permission  to  substitute  for 
varieties  that  maybe  out.

If  you  have  changed  or  intend  to  change  your  address,  please  let  us 
know,  and  we  will  change  it  on  our  books,  so  you  will  receive  our  catalog  at 
your  new  postoffice.

any  other  matter,  of  any  goods  which  we  send  out,  and  we  will  not  be 
responsible  for  the  crop.  No  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  this  company  is 
authorized  to  make  any  warranty  whatsoever.  If  the  purchaser  does  not 
accept  the  seeds,  bulbs  or  plants  on  these  conditions,  notify  us  at  once  and  we 
will  give  instructions  for  disposition  of  same,  and  the  money  that  has  been 
paid  to  us  will  be  promptly  refunded.  It  is  to  our  interest,  however,  to  have 
everything  of  the  highest  quality  obtainable,  and  we  would  not  furnish  seeds 
of  doubtful  quality  for  several  times  the  price  that  we  receive  for  them,  as  it 
would  injure  us  more  than  it  would  the  purchaser.
